At present, work 
ia limited to the southern third of the runway (see item 8a on map 
attachment). 


b A new taxi strip, as evidenced by the earth works and cleared land east 
of the runvay (9 on map). 


ce. Two new buildings, for which foundations have been completed. (10) 


a, A spar line with temporary, loading ramp (12), joining the Luckenwmlde~ 
"Wittenberg line, to facilitate the importation of construction mterials. 


@, Another rail spur to the east of the above line. Its destination could 
not be determined. — 


3. Local residents claim that additional clearance of the wooded area west of the 
airfield is planned.
